is 


taking a leading' part and this in- 
stance Mexico has actively taken sides 
and supported the revolutionary gov- 
ernment in Nicaragua, for the evident 
purpose of embarrassing 
the United 


States. Evidence on this point has 
been sufficient 
for the Washington 


government to deal firmly with the 
situation in Nicaragua as a warning 
against interference on the part of 
Mexico. 
The basic reason for the landing of 


marines in Nicaragua is the protec- 
tion of lives and property of Ameri- 
can citizens in accordance with inter- 
national law. The department of state 
is following the precedents laid down 
by President Wilson 
and Secretary 


Bryan' and other administrations 
in 


the past. Senator ' Borah of Idaho, 
chairman/ of the senate foreign' rela- 
tions committee, is objecting to the 
American government's course be- 
cause he believes., the revolutionists 
and the government against which 
they are fighting should be permitted 
to fight it out, .unmolested by Ameri- 
can influence or force. The American 
government believes that in this 
course lies great danger to American 
interests. Apart from the lives of 
Americana which may be endangered 
if the situation develops into a pro- 
longed revolution the- property invest- 
ments involved arc large.

ed in Nicaragua by American citizens

The potcntcial value of property own- 
ed by Americans in Nicaragua, is ac- 
cording to the estimates of the own- 
ers, such that the total is conserva- 
tively placed at $20.000,000. So

cerned the principal of protection un- 
cicr international law extends to a 
few dollars as quickly as it does to 
millions.
